GiLLani insists he was in business with Jaffer 


hearing The colourful busi¬ 
nessman at the heart of 
the Guergis-Jaffer scandal 
is challenging a key claim 
by Rahim Jaffer. 

Nazim Gillani presented 
documents to a House of 
Commons committee yes¬ 
terday that suggest he had 
a contract with Jaffer’s 
company to help secure 
government funding for 
his company, International 
Strategic Investments. 

The alleged contract 
notes that Jaffer’s compa¬ 


ny had “valuable connec¬ 
tions” with the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

“Simply, they said they 
knew how to negotiate the 
government maze,” Gillani 
told the committee. 

“However, they never 
obtained any grant money 
for any company referred 
to by 1ST ISI never paid any 
money or gave any com¬ 
pensation to them or their 
company.” 

Last week, Jaffer told the 
committee that talks with 


Gillani fell apart because 
their business goals didn’t 
jibe. Jaffer, who is not a 
registered lobbyist, also de¬ 
nied lobbying the govern¬ 
ment. 

Gillani insisted he con¬ 
tinued to have a business 
relationship with Jaffer, 
and the pair had planned 
to make a visit to China on 
April 13. 

The committee is look¬ 
ing into whether Jaffer 
broke lobbying rules.

Stelmach 
strikes back 

Premier says he'll 'come out 
the winner' against Wildrose 


Premier Ed Stelmach says 
he’s ready to trade elbow 
shots in a fight against a 
new conservative rival 
that polls suggest is 
threatening Alberta’s 40- 
year Tory dynasty. 

Until now, the premier 
has avoided any public 
head-butting with the Wil¬ 
drose Alliance and leader 
Danielle Smith — even 
though a handful^^^^^ 
of polls since last 
fall have indicat¬ 
ed the new party 
is gaining 

ground or even 
ahead of Stel¬ 
mach’s Progres¬ 
sive Conserva¬ 
tives. 

But in an inter¬ 
view this week 
with The Canadi¬ 
an Press, Stel¬ 
mach was talk¬ 
ing like a hockey 
tough guy spoil¬ 
ing for a fight. 

“I’ve got just as 
sharp elbows as 
anybody else and 
when I go into a 
corner, I know 
I’m going to 
come out the 
winner,” he said. 

“As they say in rural Al¬ 
berta, sooner or later the 
horse comes to the water. 
That is when Albertans 
are going to say, ‘OK, you 
tell me what you’re going 
to do.’” 

The premier said the 
Wildrose has been taking 
shots at him while draw¬ 
ing little scrutiny from 
voters on key policy is¬ 
sues. 

“Tell me how you’re go¬ 
ing to deal with the pres¬ 
sures in health? How are 


you going to deal with in¬ 
frastructure?” 

Over the last week, Stel¬ 
mach and his ministers 
have been fanning out to 
hold meetings and chat 
with people in every cor¬ 
ner of the province. He 
said he wants to find out 
from Albertans if the gov¬ 
ernment’s priorities mesh 
with the public’s. 

Smith said Stel¬ 
mach’s comments 
are the first real po¬ 
litical challenge 
from the Tories she 
has seen since she 
became party leader 
last fall. 

“Their first strate¬ 
gy was to ignore us 
and pretend they 
didn’t know our 
name. If they say 
they’ve got their el¬ 
bows up, let’s see 
it,” she said in an in¬ 
terview. 

“This is the reason 
why they’re on a 
ministerial listening 
tour, because 

they’ve stopped lis¬ 
tening to Albertans, 
and I think that 
they’re going to get 
an ear full when they’re 
out in the town hall meet¬ 
ings.” 

Smith said it’s ridicu¬ 
lous that Stelmach and his 
ministers are still casting 
about over key policy is¬ 
sues. 

“We’ve got many cabi¬ 
net ministers who’ve been 
there since 1993 and ... 
they haven’t figured out 
by this time what the pri¬ 
orities of Albertans are? 
This is the reason why 
they’re in such trouble.”

Government slammed at memorial 

Labour unions call out province while remembering fallen workers

Workers that have been 
killed or injured on the job 
were honoured yesterday 
at city hall as a National 
Day of Mourning was ob¬ 
served in their name. 

Labour unions and 
groups are pushing for the 


government to crack down 
on what the union group 
sees as a lack of action. 

“Our work force is grow¬ 
ing, but our government is 
not putting their money 
where their mouth is,” said 
Gil McGowan, president of 
the Alberta Federation of 
Labour. “Alberta is one of 
the most dangerous places 
in Canada to work.” 


According to the provin¬ 
cial government though, 
the number of occupation¬ 
al fatalities in Alberta was 
down from 166 in 2008 to 
110 in 2009. 

Marie Clarke Walker, ex¬ 
ecutive vice-president of 
the Canadian Labour Con¬ 
gress, added that even if the 
number is lower than last 
year, it still doesn’t hide the 


weekly deaths that occur. 

“Twenty workers in Cana¬ 
da and two in Alberta will 
not come home (this 
week),” said Clarke Walker. 
“These deaths need to stop.” 

Clarke Walker said that 
until the government starts 
to follow through with 
prosecutions on corpora¬ 
tions and business responsi¬ 
ble for work related in¬ 


juries and deaths, every¬ 
thing must be done to help 
the workers. 

“When 20 workers die a 
week, we must do every¬ 
thing we can,” she said. 

Of the 110 work related 
fatalities, 49 were from oc¬ 
cupational disease, 41 were 
workplace incidents, and 
20 were the result of motor 
vehicle incidents.

education The wheels on 
the bus were moving yester¬ 
day and so were the gears in 
the young minds that got to 
experience Alberta’s first 
mobile energy classroom. 

ATCO’s interactive Ener¬ 
gy Education Mobile is 
meant to engage children 
as they learn about energy 
in Alberta and the initial re¬ 
sponse from Grade 4 stu¬ 
dents was almost electric. 

“I think it’s really cool,” 
said Mackenzie Clarke, 10, 
a Grade 4 student at Wein- 
los elementary. “I’m learn¬ 
ing about solar power and 
lots of stuff like that.” 

Clarke was one of the 
first students in Alberta to 
experience the new educa¬ 
tion mobile. She was using 
a touch screen computer 
that asks students ques¬ 
tions about energy systems 
that they then answer. 

Two ATCO EnergySense 
co-ordinators facilitate the 
kids’ learning experience. 

They answer questions 
and ensure students are en¬ 
gaged as they interact with 


the various learning sta¬ 
tions. 

Minister of Alberta Ener¬ 
gy Ron Liepert was at the 
legislature yesterday to 
help unveil the mobile 
learning tool. He said it’s 
important to educate 
young minds about energy 
in Alberta. 

“We’re dealing with a 
segment of society (youth) 
that I think has the greatest 
ability to be influenced. 
They’re eager to learn,” 
Liepert said. 

“We need to ensure that 
we give them the means to 
learn in a way that is fun 
for them to learn.” 

The minister said the En¬ 
ergy Education Mobile 
takes care of that and ATCO 
should be commended for 
this initiative. 

“Talking about electricity 
through a book is not very 
exciting,” he said. 

“Here they have hands 
on activities that they re¬ 
late to. I think it’s a fabu¬ 
lous initiative.” 

The biodiesel-fuelled RV 
will travel to schools across 
Alberta providing students 
with a unique learning ex¬ 
perience.

Now in its fourth year, 
the CCCU program is a con¬ 
tinual effort to not only 
clean up garbage and graf¬ 
fiti, but also to eliminate

The program has seen 
some successes in the past 
few years, including an 87 
per cent reduction in the 
number of cigarette butts 
on the streets. 

As well, city residents 
helped by throwing out 
more than 2,100 tonnes of 
material that otherwise 
would have found its way 
into the river valley and 
city streets. 


“People (were) frustrated 
that our city wasn’t clean,” 
said Mandel. “Every year 
we’ve seen improvements 
in how we look at our city 
and how our city shows to 
the world.” 

In 2009, as part of the 
Capital City Clean Up, 
more than 13,000 square 
metres of graffiti was re¬ 
moved from buildings 
around town.

‘Just ridiculous’ 


Britain’s bedraggled Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown 
waltzed into a political 
train wreck yesterday 
after forgetting to turn off 
his microphone. 

He described a loyal 
Labour voter as a bigot for 
asking about immigration, 
blamed advisers for a “dis¬ 
aster” ahead of next week’s 
election, then rushed back 
to the voter’s house to beg 
her forgiveness. 

Grandmother Gillian 
Duffy, 66 , met with Brown 
at a campaign stop in the 
northern town of Rochdale 
and questioned him about 
the influx of eastern Euro¬ 
pean immigrants who 
have come to Britain. 

Many people are angry 
that immigrants are taking 
jobs at a time when 
Britain’s unemployment 
level is soaring. Brown 
brushed the question 


aside, leaving in his car in 
a hurry and forgetting to 
turn off his microphone. 

“That was a disaster, they 
should never have put me 
_ with that 
5 woman, 
is Whose idea 
% was that? 
° It’s just 
| ridiculous,” 
Brown is 
heard say¬ 
ing. Asked 
what Duffy 
had said to 
upset him, Brown said: 
“Everything. She’s just a 
sort of bigoted woman.” 

Brown’s gaffe was imme¬ 
diately broadcast and he 
was then grilled about it 
on a televised radio show. 
Slumped over with his 
head in his hand, Brown 
said he realized he had 
made a mistake and regret¬ 
ted the remarks. 


“He’s an educated per¬ 
son, why has he come out 
with words like that?” 
Duffy said. “He’s calling an 
ordinary woman who’s 
just come up and asked 
questions ... a bigot.” 

The political conse¬ 
quences of the blunder 
could be severe, with 
Brown already third in 
opinion polls for the gener¬ 
al election and desperate to 
show his supposedly states¬ 
manlike credentials to dis¬ 
patch less experienced ri¬ 
vals, Conservative leader 
David Cameron and Nick 
Clegg of the Liberal Democ¬ 
rats. Ironically, Brown’s 
campaign team overhauled 
their election strategy this 
week — betting that more 
contact between their 
leader and ordinary people 
would revive his flagging 
election hopes.

Soldier killed during protest 


clash Thai troops fired rifles 
and threw tear gas at a 
crowd of anti-government 
protesters riding motor¬ 
bikes down a busy express¬ 
way yesterday, blocking 
their effort to take the 
demonstrations that have 
paralyzed central Bangkok 
into the suburbs. 

The hourslong con¬ 
frontation killed one sol¬ 
dier — apparently from 
friendly fire — and wound¬ 


ed 18 other people as it 
transformed the suburban 
streets into a battle zone. 

Heavily armed troops 
took cover behind terrified 
commuters’ cars and one 
driver clasped her hands in 
prayer as the soldiers wove 
their way through traffic. 

Security officials suggest¬ 
ed the possibility of an esca¬ 
lation in the violence. The 
bloodshed yesterday 
was the first vio¬ 


lent confrontation in nearly 
a week, and protest leaders 
accused the government of 
leading the nation to the 
brink of civil war. 

The “Red Shirts” have 
turned parts of Bangkok’s 
commercial heart into a 
protest camp in their cam¬ 
paign to bring down a gov¬ 
ernment they view as ille¬ 
gitimate.

It all started when Iranian 
cleric Hojatoleslam Kazem 
Sedighi reportedly warned, 
“Many women who do not 
dress modestly ... lead 
young men astray, corrupt 
their chastity and spread 
adultery in society, which 
increases earthquakes.” 

Many scoffed. One blog¬ 
ger, Jen McCreight of 


blaghag.com, was deter¬ 
mined to scientifically dis¬ 
prove his theory. Thus, 
Boobquake was born: 
Women would “embrace 
the supposed supernatural 
power of their breasts” and 
seek to make the Earth 
tremble by wearing the low¬ 
est-cut shirts they owned. 

Monday has come and 
gone — and guess what? No 
out-of-the-norm earthquake 
activity. 

It’s unfortunate that this 
tongue-in-cheek protest 
was reduced to a circus-like 
opportunity to ogle. Appar¬ 
ently, some Boobquake 
events drew more male 
photographers than busty 
participants, but I’m loathe 
to call it un-feminist just be¬ 
cause of a few overactive 
sex drives and cellphone 
cameras. 

Sometimes, you find al¬ 
lies in the most unlikely of 


places. Even if Boobquake 
protesters wouldn’t call 
themselves feminists, plen¬ 
ty of people were angry 
enough to prove just how 
sexist Sedighi’s statement 
was. 

Moral truths are some¬ 
times so obvious, they’re 
plain as day. It was, too, for 
football fans following the 
saga of Pittsburgh Steelers 
quarterback Ben Roethlis- 
berger, who has been sus¬ 
pended after another allega¬ 
tion of sexual assault. 

I have negative interest in 
football, but what’s not to 
love after reading this tweet 
from Vinnie Malhotra, exec¬ 
utive producer for ESPN, 
from the floor of the NFL 
Draft: “Guy in a Roethlis- 
berger jersey walking by at 
the NFL Draft. Crowd starts 
chanting ‘No Means No!”’ 

I’m glad this common- 
sense mantra has percolat¬ 


ed into the mainstream. 
Even superstar quarter¬ 
backs and their fans aren’t 
immune to the fallout of al¬ 
legedly perpetrating (or 
condoning) sexual assault, 
and football fans are going 
to let Roethlisberger know 
it. 

Of course, with all the 
wacky things being said 
and done in Iran, it’s no 
stretch to scoff at its lead¬ 
ers. Nor is it a difficult 
moral decision to shun an 
athlete twice accused of 
sexual assault. These are ob¬ 
vious things. I hope people 
can take their instinctual 
“Hey, that’s not right” reac¬ 
tions toward Boobquake or 
Roethlisberger and carry 
that with them into the fu¬ 
ture.

Board says economy won't fully return until 2014 


Canada's recession was 
short — and in some re¬ 
gions brutish — but the 
aftermath will be almost 
as challenging, three 
new separate reports on 
the economy suggest. 

The reports from the 
country’s budget watch¬ 
dog, Statistics Canada and 
one of the leading eco¬ 
nomic think tanks, the 
Conference Board, are re¬ 
markably similar in de¬ 
tailing what Canada lost 
during the recession and 
the problems it faces in 
recovery. 

Putting it in economic 
terms, Statistics Canada 
concludes the country’s 
gross domestic product 
shrank 2.9 per cent last 


Jobless rate 

• Canada's jobless rate 
stands at 8.2 percent, 
about half a point below 
its recent high last 
summer. In the United 
States, unemployment 
has eased a bit in recent 
months, but remains at 
9.7 percent. 

year, slightly more than 
its original estimate. 

But not all regions expe¬ 
rienced the recession in 
the same way. Newfound¬ 
land’s economy fell back a 
massive 10.2 per cent, 
while two tiny economies, 
Prince Edward Island and 
the Yukon, did not con¬ 


tract at all. 

Among the bigger 
provinces, Ontario’s econ¬ 
omy shrank 3.1 per cent 
and Quebec’s by a rela¬ 
tively modest one per 
cent. 

In dollar terms, the par¬ 
liamentary budget office 
estimates that by 2014, 
when the economy 
returns to nor¬ 
mal, Canada 
will have suf¬ 
fered a cumu¬ 
lative total of 
$225 billion in 
lost output. 

By 2014, a different 
set of challenges will be 
facing Canadians and 
their governments, says 
the Conference Board’s 


Pedro Antunes.

Defending his company 
under blistering criticism,

Shell barrels its way 
to big profit boost 


Europe's largest oil 
company Royal Dutch 
Shell PLC reported a 57 per 
cent increase in net profit 
for the first quarter yester¬ 
day crediting higher oil 
prices, production growth 
and cost-cutting. 

Net profit was $5.48 bil¬ 
lion, up from $3.49 billion 
in the same period a year 
ago. Revenues were $86 
billion from $52.2 billion. 
Notably, oil production in¬ 
creased six per cent from 
the first quarter of 2009 to 
3.59-million barrels of oil 
per day. 


“So far in 2010, oil prices 
have remained firm, and 
demand for petrochemicals 
has increased, but refining 
margins, oil products de¬ 
mand and spot gas prices 
all remain under pressure,” 
chief executive Peter Voser 
said in a statement. 

“Although there are 
signs of an improving eco¬ 
nomic outlook, we are not 
relying on it. We are con¬ 
tinuing with our focus on 
cash flow growth, under¬ 
pinned by new project 
startups and lower costs.” 

Shell has invested heavily 


in new capacity throughout 
the downturn after an ac¬ 
counting scandal in 2004 
forced it to slash proven re¬ 
serves. Production has been 
declining for nearly a 
decade but the company ex¬ 
pects it to rise more than 10 
per cent by 2012. Shell said 
production earnings were 
somewhat hurt by natural 
gas prices lagging oil 
prices: A little more than 
half of Shell’s total produc¬ 
tion is in the form of gas. 
Even so, production earn¬ 
ings doubled to $4.42 bil¬ 
lion.

Price keeps 
falling for 
Quebec firm 

forestry Tembec’s shares 
continued their week- 
long fall yesterday, plung¬ 
ing more that 12 per cent 
by midmorning, after the 
Quebec forestry company 
released financial results 
showing that it had 
broken even in the latest 
quarter. 

The shares fell as low as 
$2.32 yesterday morning 
after the Tembec second- 
quarter financial report 
which, on the surface, ex¬ 
ceeded analyst 
expectations, and were 
down nearly 13 per cent at 
$2.37 just before 11 a.m. 

The stock had hit a 52- 
weelc high of $3.09 on 
April 20, when Tembec an¬ 
nounced a definitive deal 
on the sale of two French 
pulp mills for $137 
million, but the shares 
have been on the decline 
on an almost daily basis 
ever since. 

The company said 
yesterday it turned around 
a $99-million loss a year 
ago and sales increased 14 
per cent to $476 million 
from $417 million. 

Net income for the sec¬ 
ond quarter was listed as 
zero. 

Three analysts surveyed 
by Thomson Reuters fore¬ 
cast an average loss of four 
cents per share. The 
revenue was in line with 
the single analyst 
estimate. 

Tembec said most of the 
improvement in its second 
quarter was due the pulp 
sector, which accounts for 
two-thirds of revenues. 

The segment generated 
$41 million of operating 
income on $311 million of 
sales, compared to $17 
million a year ago on sales 
of $256 million. 
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gdp The economy shrank 
last year in almost every

Statistics Canada report¬ 
ed yesterday that the gross 
domestic product declined 
by 2.9 per cent nationally 
in 2009, after a 0.6 per cent 
increase in 2008. 

Three of the country’s 
four biggest provincial 
economies — Ontario, Al¬ 
berta and British Columbia 
— fell by more than the 
national average while 
Quebec’s shrank by a rela¬ 


tively modest one per cent. 

The figures come two 
days before Statistics Cana¬ 
da releases its GDP num¬ 
bers for February of this 
year, and nearly two 
months after it reported 
the national economy 
grew in the fourth quarter 
of 2009 at an annual rate 
of five per cent. 

The growth in the final 
months of 2009 didn’t 
completely offset declines 


earlier in the year when 
Canada was feeling the im¬ 
pact of a global recession 
that drove down demand 
for many of the country’s 
exports and hurt domestic 
confidence. 

Provincially, the largest 
GDP declines for the full 
year took place in the re- 
source-intensive economies 
of Newfoundland and 
Labrador, Saskatchewan, 
and Alberta. 


The GDP of Newfound¬ 
land and Labrador fell 10.2 
per cent last year, mostly 
due to a sharp drop in oil 
extraction and metal ore 
mining operations. 

Saskatchewan’s econom¬ 
ic activity fell by 6.3 per 
cent last year, after a 4.4 
per cent increase in 2008, 
while Alberta experienced 
a 5.1 per cent decline. 

The relatively small 
economy of Yukon had the 
biggest growth last year, 
by far, increasing by 1.4 
per cent. P.E.I.’s economy 
grew last year by 0.6 per 
cent.

Newfoundland and 
Labrador government is 
denying an Opposition 
claim that it is now respon¬ 
sible for cleanup costs be¬ 
cause of its expropriation 
of AbitibiBowater assets in 
Grand Falls-Windsor.

Natural Resources Minis¬ 
ter Kathy Dunderdale says 
that was the extent of the 
error. Liberal Leader 
Yvonne Jones says taxpay¬ 
ers could now be on the 
hook for hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of dollars in cleanup 
costs because of the 
mistake.

Capitals 1 Canadiens 2 



Jaroslav Halak’s continued 
mastery of the 
Washington Capitals has 
propelled the eighth-seed¬ 
ed Montreal Canadiens 
into the second round of 
the Stanley Cup playoffs. 

Marc-Andre Bergeron and 
Dominic Moore scored for 
Montreal and Halalc made 
41 saves as the Canadiens 
shocked the Capitals 2-1 in 
Game 7 of their Eastern 
Conference quarter-final se¬ 
ries last night. 

The Canadiens became 
the first No. 8 seed to erase 
a 3-1 series deficit to knock 
off a top seed since the NHL 
switched to the current 
playoff format in 1994. 

Brooks Laich scored late 
in the third to bring the 
Capitals to within a goal, 
but they couldn’t convert 
on a power play over the fi¬ 
nal 1:44 of regulation to tie 
it up. 

The league’s best power 
play in the regular season 
went l-for-33 in the series, a 
key reason why Capitals’ 
off-season has started early. 

The Capitals had a domi¬ 
nant regular season in win¬ 
ning the Presidents’ Trophy 
with 121 points — 33 more 
than the Canadiens — and 
leading the league with 318 
goals scored. 

But that offence disap¬ 
peared when it was needed 
most, largely because ofHa- 
lalc, who stopped 131 of 134 
shots in winning the final 
three games of the series. 

By leading his team back 


from the brink, Halalc — 
the 271st overall choice in 
the 2003 entry draft — has 
written his name into the 
history books of the 
league’s most successful 
franchise. 

His Washington counter¬ 
part Semyon Varlamov was¬ 
n’t nearly as busy in Game 
7, but allowed two goals on 
16 shots to lose his third 
straight game. 

For the Capitals and the

Bothered by a puzzling 
injury that numbs his el¬ 
bow, James curiously 
launched and missed a 
free throw left-handed in 
the closing seconds of 
Cleveland’s 96-94 playoff 
win over Chicago, adding 
some unexpected late- 
night drama to the Cava¬ 
liers advancing to a sec¬ 
ond-round matchup 
against Boston. 

James revealed after¬ 
ward that the elbow has 
been troubling him for 
weeks. He underwent 
treatment yesterday and 
is expected to have fur¬ 
ther testing done before 
Saturday’s Game 1. 


X-rays and an MRI taken 
Monday showed no obvi¬ 
ous structural damage, 
but clearly something is 
wrong with James’ elbow, 
which he has covered re¬ 
cently with a padded, pro¬ 
tective sleeve. 

“I don’t know, honestly, 
what’s going on with it,” 
James said after finishing 
one assist shy of a triple¬ 
double in Game 5. 


“I’ve done tests to try 
and figure this thing out, 
but it almost feels like you 
hit your funny bone and it 
kind of numbs up for a lit¬ 
tle bit.

From home to condo decor tips

f ith the real 
estate mar¬ 
ket boom¬ 
ing and 
people trad¬ 
ing in their large homes 
and downsizing to condos, 
I thought the spring would 
be a good time to pass on a 
few design rules regarding 
downsizing. It can be hard 
giving up everything in a 
big house and moving to a 
smaller space, but you 
don’t have to give up your 
style or comforts just be¬ 
cause you are giving up a 
large place for a small one. 

You can’t take it all! 

Moving from a large 
home to a smaller sized 
space means you can’t take 
everything with you. Con¬ 
sider re-purposing many of 
your favorite furniture 
pieces: The china cabinet 


can now be used as a book¬ 
case in the living or den; a 
wing-baclc chair from the 
family room can be slipcov¬ 
ered and used in the corner 
of the bedroom; and of 
course artwork, rugs and 
mirrors can be re-used in 
different areas of your new 
home. 

Size matters! 

Here is a list of a few key 
pieces that will make a 
small space live larger: Ex¬ 
pandable dining table; on a 
daily basis they sit four and 
when extended family or 
friends visit they can seat 
six to 10. Condo-sized sofa; 
usually around six feet 
long, its slightly smaller 
than a regular sofa, but 
longer than a love seat so 
that three people can sit 
comfortable. Remember 
that a skirted sofa will visu¬ 
ally look heavier than one 
with an exposed leg and 
that foam cushions offer 
more support than feather 
cushions. Parson-style din¬ 
ing chairs; these uphol¬ 
stered chairs are practical 
for dining and then are eas¬ 
ily moved into the living 
room as a comfy chair. I 
suggest purchasing them 


in sets of at least eight; slip¬ 
cover a few of them and 
use them in spare bed¬ 
rooms or home offices. A 
good place to start is casal- 
ife.com; they specialize in 
small space furniture. 
What not to bring: 

There are certain things 
that usually just won’t 
work in a new, smaller 
space; here’s my list: Over¬ 
sized glass-topped coffee ta¬ 
bles, large armoires, the 
unused piano, uptdated 
lighting, trendy coloured 
area rugs (think dusty rose 
or lavender) and old 
draperies are always a no- 
no to bring when downsiz¬ 
ing. The best place to sell 
off your treasures are at 
garage and yards sales, or 
online. Check out Kijiji.ca 
when selling furnishing 
and home goods. It’s a free, 
community-based website 
that helps to link sellers to 
buyer. 

How to decorate: 

Choose a neutral colour 
that you like in your exist¬ 
ing fiimishings and use it 
when purchasing new, up¬ 
dated pieces. Don’t be 
afraid to mix styles; a 
queen anne style china cab¬

inet and dining table can 
look fantastic with new 
modern chairs and a tradi¬ 
tional four poster bed can 
look great with modern 
side tables and lamps. Only 
bring scale and size appro¬ 
priate furnishings. Consid¬ 
er clean-lined window 
treatments rather than tra¬ 
ditional draperies in your 
new space. Moving to a 


smaller space is the perfect 
time to update your audio 
and visual equipment; re¬ 
place the large boxy with a 
streamlined plasma and re¬ 
place the mammoth floor 
speakers with wall and ceil¬ 
ing mount ones.

Royal Bank and TD 
boost mortgage rates 



money Royal Bank of 
Canada kicked off another 
round of mortgage rate 
hikes this week, just days 
after the Bank of Canada’s 
stern warning that higher 
interest rates are on the 
way. 

RBC said it will in¬ 
crease interest 
rates by 15 
basis 
points, or 
0.15 of a 
percent¬ 
age point, 
on mort¬ 
gages with 
terms from 
six months 
to 10 years. 

Hours lat¬ 
er, TD Cana¬ 
da Trust an¬ 
nounced in¬ 
creases rang¬ 
ing from 15 
to 25 basis 
points on its 
six-month to 
10-year mort¬ 
gages. 

It’s the third 
time in one 
month that major 
Canadian banks 
have boosted rates 
for home owners. 

Benjamin Tal, sen¬ 
ior economist at CIBC 
World Markets, said the 


move does not come as a 
surprise. 

“The market is getting 
more aggressive about the 
prospect of the Bank of 
Canada raising interest 
rates. Now it seems the 


market is expecting even 
more aggressive interest 
rates increases than it was 
last week,” he said. 

“The bond market is re¬ 
ally a mirror to the future 
and this mirror is now 
telling us that the Bank of 
Canada is going to 
move. That’s why 
bond rates go up.” 

The Bank of Canada 
left the key overnight 
rate untouched at 
0.25 per cent at its 
rate-setting meeting 
last week. 

But in its latest 
monetary report, 
the central bank de¬ 
clared that the na¬ 
tion’s economy is 
growing more 
quickly than ex¬ 
pected. 

It also with¬ 
drew a commit¬ 
ment made last 
year, as the glob¬ 
al economy fell 
into recession, 
to hold rates 
steady until the 
second half of 
2010. 

Central bank 
governor Mark 
Carney also said 
that the time for his¬ 
toric low interest rates has

There are lots of rea¬ 
sons to provide shelter 
from direct sunlight in 
your yard, including com¬ 
fort and protection from 
the sun while you and 
your family are outdoors. 
There are also indirect 
benefits, such as temper¬ 
ature con¬ 
trol in your 
house and 
associated 
savings in 
energy 
costs, as 
well as the 
protection 
of furnish¬ 
ings such 
as drapes 
and uphol¬ 
stery, 

which are 
damaged 
over time 

by exposure to sunlight. 

There are numerous 
ways to increase the 
shade in your yard. 


Money worries 

• To keep the out of the sun, 
your least expensive option is 
an umbrella, which will keep 
your dining area shady, for 
family dining al fresco. A 
canopy or a series of 
canopies will increase the 
shaded area, for entertaining 
or for purposes like shading a 
children's sandbox, for in¬ 
stance. 


• First of all, plant trees 
on western or southern 
exposures so that your 
home is shaded from the 
hot summer sun. 

• Choose deciduous 
and/or coniferous trees, 
depending on your needs. 
Deciduous trees lose 
their leaves in the winter¬ 
time, allowing sunlight 
and warmth to penetrate. 
Coniferous trees do not 
lose their needles, pro¬ 
viding privacy and shel¬ 
ter from winds on a year- 
round basis. 

• Consider planting 
larger trees, so you can 
enjoy the benefits sooner. 

• Build a patio cover¬ 
ing. 

• If you’re handy, erect 
a pergola or a wooden ar¬ 


bour, consisting of a cou¬ 
ple of support beams and 
crossbeams running from 
your home to the support 
pieces. A pergola is an 
open structure which pro¬ 
vides partial shade, and it 
allows you the flexibility 
of draping material, or 
training vines or vegeta¬ 
tion to grow over it. 

• Awnings can be used 
over windows to reduce 
heat and light entering 
your home. A larger 
awning (retractable wa¬ 
terproof fabric or alu¬ 
minum) can also be used 
as a covering for a patio. 
For an estimate or infor¬ 
mation on using fabric or 
aluminum to provide 
shelter, see har- 
monyas.com or shadefx- 
canopies.com. 

• If you want an out¬ 
door room, build a roof 

on several 
support 
beams. 
These out¬ 
door 
“rooms” 
can outfit¬ 
ted with re¬ 
tractable 
screens to 
keep bugs 
at bay. 

• If you 
have a large 
yard, you 
may want 
to build a 
gazebo (open, roofed 
structure) away from the 
house. 

• If you have a porch 
with sunny exposure, you 
may want to install 
weatherproof curtains 
that can be drawn to 
keep out sun, wind or 
rain. 

• Whatever you do, 
make sure the finish 
matches the style of your 
home. If your house is 
traditional-looking, for 
example, try to maintain 
that mood. 

• Be thrifty, yes, but al¬ 
so be design-conscious. 
Those corrugated fiber¬ 
glass panels, for instance, 
may be inexpensive, but 
the look will definitely be 
“tacked on” (not to men¬ 
tion “tacky”.)

First, make sure it’s held 
at a sweeping, beautifully- 
decorated lounge like Cre¬ 
ations at the Sawridge Inn. 

During cocktails, sit next 
to a gorgeous water feature 
as you sample the light, 
sweet Mission Hill Sauvi- 
gnon Blanc. (Don’t eat too 
many wedges of heirloom 
tomato and goat cheese 
flatbread, though that 
might be a challenge.) 

When the 32-person 
table is set with elegant 
precision, take a spot next 
to the retired pharmacist 
who will crack jokes all 
night. After a glass or two, 
you will too. 

Listen to the host’s de¬ 


scriptions of each glass of 
wine, but let your atten¬ 
tion focus on the luscious 
dishes placed before you. 

Soft shell crab goes de¬ 
lightfully with a crisp 
Chardonnay, and the Mis¬ 
sion Hill Shiraz was perfect 
for the tender and lean bar¬ 
becued duck burgers. 

Savour the pork tender¬ 
loin under its sweet blue¬ 
berry compote, but avoid 
the aggressive Cabernet 
Sauvignon they suggested 
as its pair — the Mission 
Hill Quatrain with bacon- 
wrapped elk is a much bet¬ 
ter match! 

Finally, leave yourself 
room for dessert: heaven is 
bananas in tempura under 
ice wine ice cream, next to 
a glass of Vidal Ice Wine. 

Drink responsibly, drive 
sober and dress up a bit to 
enjoy a wonderful evening 
at a wine and food tasting!
